Shipments in Anticipation of 
Tariff Increase 


8a n Francisco. Feb. 26.— What 
shipping men declare is to be a heavy 
movement of wool from Australia to 
the United States, in anticipation of 
an tarly increase in the tariff on that 
conn . nllty. has commenced.

I Without Provincial Licenses ! 

London, Deo. 26. — In the Privy 
Council derision in which it is found 
that Dominion companies are not pre¬ 
cluded. by reason of not having beerv 
licensed under the company acts of 
the provinces, from operating in these 
provinces, the. Judgment of Lord Hal¬ 
dane is the longest Issued for some 
time. It goes deep into the history c- 
the Keguskatulb Company of Canada 
and into the proceedings leading to 
this appeal, and points out that much 
difference, of opinion exists in the 
lower courts.

Radical and "air-tight" regulations 
with regard to prospectuses are pro¬ 
vided. The plan of operations of a 
new company must be fully described 
and a detailed estimate made of the 
information required by the Act must 
be contained in a separate part of the 
prospectus us "statutory informa¬ 
tion." 

Prospectuses must also stnte that 
the company is not entitled to com¬ 
mence business until the minimum 
subsc ription is fully subscribed. The 
company must also furnish every 
subscriber with a copy of the pros¬ 
pectus. a clause making it an of¬ 
fence to vlolute this section has been 
added. 

To Slow Down Outside Offerings. 

The Ad prohibits a company or 
firm from offering to the public any 
share of arr extra-Provincial com¬ 
pany unless that company ,1s regis¬ 
tered under the Act, but the section 
Is not to apply where the shares are 
not offered in "the course of ron- 
timy-d and successive Acts." This 
cluuse is expected to elicit objections 
since it will affect companies whoso 
advertisements appear from time to 
time offering debentures of Eastern 
corporations.

Instead of shutting our gates against all aliens for a year, as the House proposed, the 
1 wninittee on Immigration would accelerate the influx from Northwestern Europe 

while diminishing the Hood of other Europeans. This principle of selective immigration is 
embodied in the Dillingham Bill, a so-called emergency measure which would temporarily limit 
the admission of aliens of any nationality to five per cent, of the number of foreign-born per¬ 
sons of that nationality resident in the United States in 1910. The Danish Dansko Pioneer, of 
Omaha, says: "From a national economical standpoint Dillingham argues his bill soundly and 
correctly, maintaining, based on statistics, that the restrictions will allow larger immigration 
Hum before from Northwestern Europe. ,. . . We can see no objections to its becoming law.” 
1 he Czecho-Slovak Denni Iflasatel does not believe in restrictive legislation on immigration, 
as “conditions are going to take care of themselves.” The Jewish Daily Forward, of Chicago, 
says that "the Senate bill will hit Jewish immigration no less than would the Johnson bill, had 
that bill become a law. The real meaning of this bill, then, is that from all these countries (the 
New Russia) only 86,000 Jews and Gentiles will be allowed to land in the United' States dur¬ 
ing Hie next year: Jewish immigration will, therefore, be restricted to almost nothing.”

THE LOGICAL VENDORS? 

To the Editor:—I would like to make 
a few comments In connection with the 
letter appearing In your Issue of The 
Times, dated February 24. signed "Dis¬ 
gusted Storekeeper." 

Our friend makes the statement that 
the druggists undersell all lines In their 
stores with the Exception of those sold 
in the drug departments. Has "Mr. 
Disgusted Storekeeper” ever gone Into 
any grocery or department store in 
B. C. and noticed the prices that 
patent medicines are offered at. I 
wonder? Further he states that drug¬ 
gists cut tobacco, etc. Can this gentle¬ 
man lead me to a drug store selling 
tobaccos under the regular price? No! 

If the Provincial Government 4s going 
to handle all the liquor from their own 
stores, for the convenience of the pub¬ 
lic who demand It, they will eventually 
have to establish a vendor In every 
municipality or district. This will cost 
thousands of dollars for fixtures to 
start with and on top of this there will 
be the upkeep: in each store there will 
be at least two men each at a salary 
of at least $125. Then other expenses, 
such as rent, light, heat. etc., would 
have to be considered. To meet this 
extra expense you and I will have to 
find the money which the Government 
will get from taxes. 

If the drug stores handle the liquor 
under strict Government supervision 
all this ex oense would be done a wav 
with and the distributing points would 
he established all over the country for 
the convenience of the people which the 
Provincial Government represent*. 

Although not personally interested. 
I firmly believe that the druggists are 
the logical vendors for the Government 
to appoint.

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THE HOTEL BOOM 

‘ It lias doubtless struck more 
* than one member of the Legisla¬ 
ture that it will be necessary to 
include in the Act itself or pro 
vide for a very definite regula¬ 
tion in respect of the amount of 
liquor a non-resident may pur¬ 
chase at a time or within a given 
period. It is unnecessary to 
dilatp at length upon the abuses 
that would almost sure to follow 
if unrestricted privilege is to be 
given to the transient whose 
place of abode is usually a hote' 
room. To draw a distinction be¬ 
tween the visitor and the per- 
\ .nianent resident should not 
; ’prove a very difficult matter 

■ when the right of the hotel pro- 
. prietor to some sort of protec 

' tion is taken into account. If 
drinking in hotel rooms was ear- 
i ried on in violation of the Pro 
hibition Act and, except in iso¬ 
lated cases, went unpunished, it 
is reasonable to suppose that a 
good deal more of it will be done 
with more obvious results when 
the practice is legalized and sup¬ 
plies are a great deal easier to 
i obtain. It goes without saying, 
therefore, that if the outsider 
may be expected to come to this 
Province to test his capacity for 
consumption the hotel pro- 
' prietor will he called upon to ac- 

■ cept too heavy a responsibility 
and a form of embarrassment 
which will be aggravated by the 
fact that he profits no more by 

.the housing of a bibulous tourist 
who does not know when to 
•top than he does by affording 
the comforts of his hotel to those 
who arc no trouble to him. These 
( arc obvious arguments: but none 

• the less important.

CURING THE SICK MAN. 

For more than half a cen¬ 
tury Turkey's expulsion from 
Europe has been promised. Upon 
many occasions during that 
period she has been threatened 
with an ejection order. She has 
•gone from bad to worse until 

• her condition has reached the 
state of a chronic invalid and a 
hopeless ease for the European 

•hospital. Her decision to sell 
'herself to Germany was taken 
•to mean the last straw which 
would convert half a century’s 
toleration into action that would 
lift her from Europe into Asia 
Minor and keep her there. But 
there is no intention to do any¬ 
thing of the kind. Once more 
she is transformed anew into 
the leading role on the Balkan 
‘stage. Some of the territory 
which was taken away from her 
and given to those states which 
assisted the Allies to conquer 
Germany may be restored to 
her. Conciliation of the two 
Turkish factions is held to be 
more important and less signifi¬ 
cant than the fist-shaking which 
took place when the Ottoman 
Empire forgot her gratitude to 
Great Britain and those other 
nations which have been ever 
ready to put the blind eye to 
her capacity for outrage and 
pad the importance of her politi¬ 
cal value. How the Sick Man 
.of Europe must grin to him¬ 
self! 

UP TO THE LEGISLATURE. 

Apart from the fact that a 
definite division of opinion upon 
the future status of beer in this 
Province already has been niani- 
Ifested it would be impossible for 
;the Premier to give an under¬ 
taking to include a provision of 
any kind in the draft bill now 
before the Legislature in view of 
the attitude he has adopted 
towards the initiation and pro¬ 
gress of the measure from the 
outset. The general public ap¬ 
pears to be in doubt about the 
wisdom or otherwise of depart¬ 
ing from the principle deter¬ 
mined by majority vote last Oc¬ 
tober and the various Service 
organizations are unable to give 
the Legislature anything like an 
unanimous instruction on the 
point. In view of all the circum¬ 
stances, therefore, Mr. Oliver 


has adopted the correct attitude 
in pointing out that this phase 
of the Liquor Control hill 
is one which must be dis¬ 
posed of by the members of the 
Legislature. 

BECOMING EXTINCT. 

The apprentice system which 
our morning contemporary sug¬ 
gested as a substitute for tech¬ 
nical training in our schools is 
obsolete even in the countries of 
its origin, and before long will 
be as extinct as the dodo all over 
the world. It received its quietus 
during the war in England, 
France and Belgium, while it 
went out of force in both Ger¬ 
many and Scotland before 1914. 
In every instance its place was 
taken by technical training in 
the schools, this being provided 
in England in what are known 
as continuation classes, which 
every boy who leaves school at 
14 or under is compelled by law 
to attend for two hours a week 
until he is 18 years of age, and 
his employer, if the youth is 
working, is required to give him 
the time to attend the classes 
without any loss of remuner¬ 
ation. All this involved a great 
increase in the expenditure on 
education in England, but it is 
regarded as a far-reaching re¬ 
form which ultimately will re¬ 
pay the country many times. In¬ 
deed, it is considered to be an 
emergent measure without which 
the future of the country would 
be as dark as Egypt in contrast 
with the future of nations fore- 
sighted and practical enough to 
give their young people ade¬ 
quate technical training in their 
schools. 

DAYLIGHT SAVING. 

Even if the other Provinces of 
Canada do not favor the adop¬ 
tion of daylight saving there ap¬ 
pears to be a majority in British 
Columbia ready to support an 
Act of the Legislature to unify 
conditions during the Summer 
months. As far as Victoria is 
concerned the majority in favor 
of the additional hour of day¬ 
light is practically two to one. 
Vancouver put its clocks ahead 
last year and operated without 
much inconvenience although 
the referendum submitting the 
proposal this year was defeated 
by a narrow margin. It may be 
supposed, however, that many 
voted because of the apparent 
desire to avoid as much as pos¬ 
sible a patchwork system. 
Whether the action of the Hail¬ 
way Association of Canada in 
deciding to adopt the principle 
from May to October will con¬ 
vert the municipalities of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia remains to be seen. 
None the less the Legislature 
-might, be asked to discuss the 
question. 

THE CANADIAN HIGHWAY. 

Protagonists of the Coquhalla 
route for a trans-Provincial 
highway cannot close their eyes 
to the existing snow-blockade 
on the Kettle Valley Railway. It 
is a reminder that a subsequent 
policy which contemplated the 
completion of the link between 
Hope and Princeton would have 
to recognize the possibility of a 
recurrence of present conditions 
annually. In other words the 
climatic vagaries prevalent in 
this part of the Province at this 
time of the year contribute 
more than a little argument in 
favor of the northern or Fraser 
Canyon route which is less sub 
jeet to obstruction during the 
Winter months. As we have 
pointed out before, however, the 
Minister of Public Works and 
the Government as a whole will 
rely upon engineering data 
rather than upon the -special 
claims of any particular com¬ 
munity when deciding the route 
which is to take the Canadian 
Highway from Cape Scott to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

NOT PROMISING. 

Judged by the meagre refer¬ 
ence to the Liquor Control bill 
in his speech before the Kitsi- 
lano Conservative Association 
last night Mr. Bowser proposes 
to save his special contribution 
to the second reading for Mon 
day afternoon. But it appeared 
to be difficult for the Leader of 
the Opposition to resist the 
temptation which the occasion 
offered to intimate fairly clearly 
that neither he nor his Party in¬ 
tend to assist the Legislature as 
a whole to discharge its duty to 
the people. Such observations 
us he considered it appropriate 
to make upon this important 
question were of the usual face¬ 
tious nature and without sem¬ 
blance of any desire to accept 


the Premier’s invitation to lift 
the issue out of the party at¬ 
mosphere. By the nature of his 
attitude in the Legislature will 
the public judge*him. 


. A. K. MACLEAN 
IS FOR ELECTION 


NOTE AND COMMENT 

Little significance attaches to 
the interruptions to which Sir 
Philip Gibbs has been subjected 
during his lecture tour in the 
United States. It is merely the 
Irish “bug” at work. 

At the National Conference of 
Miners held in London the other 
day a “direct action’’ proposal 
from Wales was voted down. 
The day when this principle will 
be applied in Great Britain 
seems to be getting further away 
all the time. 

There is a suggestion abroad 
that the Government may not 
be disposed to commence its ex¬ 
tension of the University of 
British Columbia premises for 
the next two or three years. 
Such a doleful prediction may 
be taken with a grain of salt. 

Victorians should not be 
found wanting in their response 
to tile invitation of the President 
of the Chamber of Commerce to 
leud their support and co-oper¬ 
ation to all the good works 
which the newly-organized body 
has commanded itself to per¬ 
form. 

In a dispatch from Buenos 
Ayres it is definitely stated that 
the withdrawal of the Argentine 
delegation from the Assembly of 
the League of Nations was de¬ 
cided upon by Foreign Minister 
Puevrredon against the advice 
of his colleagues who accom¬ 
panied him to Geneva. In any 
case it was just a little peevish¬ 
ness which did more good than 
harm inasmuch as it demou- 
strated the necessity for the 
League to omit consideration of 
no'detail however small. 


OTHER PAPERS’ VIEWS 


LORD ROBERT CECIL'S FUTURE 

(The Manchester Guardian.) 

There is no more interesting fig¬ 
ure in our politics to-day than that 
*of Lord Robert Cecil, and the interest 
is twofold; it arises partly from the 
character and quality of the man him¬ 
self, partly from the uncertainty of 
his development. Born and bred a 
Conservative, and resolved, as he 
declared in his speech to his con¬ 
stituents on Monday, to remain In 
essentials a Conservative, us he un¬ 
derstands Conservatism, he yet is 
druwn by the forces which he cannot 
resist, because they appeal to the 
moral centre of his being, to side on 
many questions, *on most Important 
questions indeed as they present 
themselves to-day. with his party 
opponents. It Is an inward war not 
unlike that which raged In the mind 
and heart of the young Gladstone. ; 
and which ended by making that 
brilliant and promising champion of 
Conservatism by far the most power¬ 
ful Liberal leader of the century. 
We forbear to press the analogy too 
far, and ore content to leave the ulti¬ 
mate political destiny of I^ord 
Robert Cecil unplumbed. It Is Im¬ 
possible. none the lesB, not to look 
with hope and Interest to the Im¬ 
mediate developments of a career 
begun with so much distinction and 
so much independence. For some 
time past, both by word und deed. 
Lord Robert Cecil has made It plain 
that he Intends to take his own 
line on the great Issues of the day, 
without any careful regard to that 
taken by his party leaders, and it is ! 
nearly a year since he expressed 1 
himself with much frankness on the 
whole subject of government by 
Coalition. His views of such a gov¬ 
ernment was that It Is sound when 
It exists in order to carry out some 
great national object on which the 
various elements who are purlieu to 
It agreed, and to whh-h all other 
objects were subordinate, but that It 
is particularly liable to a kind of 
disease, the "disease opportunism," 
when manoeuver takes the place of 
principle and the dominant objact 
becomes the retention of power. 
After this It was pretty pluin where 
Lord Robert stood, and speculation 
became rife as to when he would 
cross the floor of the house.

872 Pre-emptions Surveyed. 

"Fifty-three surveyors, of which 
forty had seen service overseas, were 
engaged in this work last year, Hnd 
124,927 acres were surveyed. Of this 
about half had been taken up by set¬ 
tlers, Is unsurveyed pre-emptions 
prior to the 1918 (Amendment to the 
Land Act confining pre-emption to 
surveyed areas only. Of the 872 pre¬ 
emptions surveyed, 153 are held by re¬ 
turned soldiers. 

"In several districts logged-off and 
expired timber iimits were sub-divid¬ 
ed for settlement when the surveys 
ure gazetted and the reserve lifted. 

Surveying Cameras Made Here. 

"Photo-topographical surveys In 
Southern British Columbia were again 
curried out. This work has been 
found valuable, especially by the 
Water Rights and Gracing Branches 
of the Department. Therefore, two 
parties were assigned to It last year 
instead of one as previously. 

"An interesting feature In this con¬ 
nection was the manufacture within 
the Province of surveying cameras, 
which are of special design and are 
made to order. Cameras were re¬ 
quired for the additional party and 
there was not time enough to secure 
these from Englund, but local craft* 
men met the situation satisfactory 


KIRK’S Staple Goods Savings 


Ex-Minister Will Support Mac¬ 
kenzie King Amendment 

Commons Addressed by J, F. 
Reid and Others 


Ottawa. Fob. 26.—Expressing his 
firm belief that the people of Canada 
were under the Impression at the 
time of the la*t election that this 
Parliament would exist only during 
the period of the war, lion. A. K. 
Maclean, former Minister without 
portfolio In the Union Government, 
who recently crossed the floor of the 
House, announced his Intention yes- 
terduy afternoon of supporting the 
Liberal amendment demanding dis¬ 
solution and an election. 

Mr. Maclean, speaking from "No 
Man’s Land," where he has been sit¬ 
ting since the opening of Parliament, 
asserted that he had no regret for 
entering the Union Government In 
1917. "I only trust that I lived hon¬ 
orably up*to the obligations which 
acceptance of thftt position implied." 
he said. 

Mr. Maclean's address, involving, 
as It did, a distinct break with his 
former colleagues, was the feature of 
a rather monotonous day. 

Redistribution. 

He did not think redistribution of 
seats was a sufficient reason for pro¬ 
longing the life of Parliament when 
there were so many good reasons for 
dissolving. 

H. A. Mackie, East Edmonton, in¬ 
terrupted with the question: "Will 
you sing that song to Frank Oliver if 
we have an election In the Fall?” 

Mr. Maclean replied that he thought 
It would come as gracefully from Mr. 
Mackie himself. 

Mr. Maclean declared that the 
people of the West were prepared to 
forego redistribution if an election 
could be secured. Placing redistri¬ 
bution as an essential before an elec* 
tion was the political doctrine of 
might is right. No province was suf¬ 
fering from want of adequate repre¬ 
sentation,. 

Farmers. 

J. F. Reid, Mackenzie, was glad 
that the "stick-at-it-iveness" which 
the new Prime Minister had gained 
as a result of spending his boyhood 
on a farm, was a shining example for 
all young men in Canada to follow. 
He called attention to the fact that 
another Premier, Hon. E. C. Drury, of 
Ontario, was also a farmer boy, as 
was Hon. T. A. Crerar, the present 
leader of the Progressive Party, and 
Mr. Reid hoped, in the not ton far 
distant future, the coming leader of 
the Government in Ottawa. 

Mr. Reid charged the Government 
with being allied with the big Inter¬ 
ests. It had shown that when it 
nailed the protectionist flag, the 
banner of the big Interests, to the 
masthead at the outset. This was a 
signal to the big Interests that, the 
Government was behind them. The 
Government also needed help and 
money from the big interests to fight 
the Liberals and the National Pro¬ 
gressives. 

Labor. 

The Government also had invited 
the support of Labor, but It did not 
point out that it would make I^ibor 
pay higher for all its commodities 
because of protection. "You may get 
the labor vote, but 1 hope not,” de¬ 
clared Mr. Reid. 

The member for Mackenzie deult at 
length with what he declared was 
the plan of the big interests through 
G. M. Murray, of Toronto, to dictate 
the editorial policies of the news¬ 
papers of Canada. 

Mr. Murray, Mr. Reid declared, 
sought to take control of the editorial 
pages by threatening to withhold ad¬ 
vertising from papers which did not 
support his policies. 

Answers Guthrie. 

Mr. Reid referred to a speech In 
which Hon. Hugh Guthrie. Minister 
of Militia, was reported as saying 
that the Farmers' Party had been 
started by United Slates settlers In 
Western Canada; that all the goods 
bearing the marks of the United 
Grain Growers were purchased in the 
United Htates, and finally that the 
Farmers’ Party was a menace to 
Canada. Mr. Reid read a statement 
from C. Rice-Jones, of the United 
Grain Growers, denying a number of 
these charges. He stated that the 
object of Mr. Guthrie In making these 
statements was to drive a wedge of 
distrust between the East and the 
West. Neither the Minister of Militia 
nor anyone else, declared Mr. Reid, 
could stop the progressive movement. 

Dr. Blake. 

I>r. Blake, Winnipeg, defended the 
record of the Government, and an¬ 
nounced his Intention of opposing the 
amendment. The attitude of the Op¬ 
position. he declared, was resulting 
in unrest In the country. 

6. R. Gould. 

O t R. Gould, Progressive member 
for Asslnlboia, criticised the Tariff 
Commission of last year because It 
was composed entirely of members of 
the protectionist Government. The 
Progressives, he declared, would ac¬ 
cept battle on the tariff Issue at any 
time. He expressed the opinion that 
Western electors felt that the Gov¬ 
ernment elected in 1917 had broken 
fulth with them. They had expected 
a general election at the close of the 
war, but this had not been forthcom¬ 
ing. He prophesied that the Prime 
Minister would be sitting in the "cold 
shades of Opposition" after the gen¬ 
eral election.

Grasshoppers Too Cuto. 

“I^ast season the grasshopper ap¬ 
peared In greater numbers than 
usual,” he said. "Experimental work 
In poisoning these insects carried on 
by the Entomological Branch of the 
Department of Agriculture showed 
that thirty-five species of grass¬ 
hoppers were infesting the ranges, 
and that only two species would 
take the poisoned bait 

"The Investigation also showed 
that plants of the bunch-grass and 
fescue families of advanced growth 
were comparatively free from at¬ 
tack, the Insects preferring the short 
and more tender leaves of the blue- 
grasses. As a result of last year's 
investigation still more extenslvo 
drork alnn# this line will be carried 
out in 1921.

THE UNIVER8ITY OF B. C. 

The University of British Colum¬ 
bia Is arranging for the holding of a 
Summer School for teachers for six 
weeks, beginning July 4. 

In addition to lectures by the 
regular members of the staff, special 
courses will be given by outside pro¬ 
fessors. Of particular interest In 
this latter connection is a course of 
thirty lectures by Dean M. E. Hag¬ 
gerty, of the College of Education, 
University of Minnesota, on Mental 
Measurements. Dean Haggerty 
served during the recent war as one 
of a small board of psychologists, 
who. acting under the American War 
Department, developed a series of 
mental tests for use In the United 
States Army. He is generally re¬ 
cognized as a leading authority at 
the present time upon the newer 
methods of measuring the mental 
ability and attainments of school 
children. This course is provided by 
the University at the especial re¬ 
quest of members of last year's 
Summer School. 

Other special courses In education 
will be given by Dean Coleman of 
the Faculty of Arts and Science, and 
by a third lecturer, yet to be en¬ 
gaged. 

In the academic subjects, in addi¬ 
tion to those provided In the Sum¬ 
mer of 1920, there will be courses in 
advanced commercial work and in 
English literature for High School 
teachers.

available here for the Immediate dry¬ 
docking of the ship for survey. 

Tight Fit. 

When it developed that the Japan¬ 
ese liner might not be able to squeese 
into the Esquimau basin, the repre¬ 
sentatives of the Osaka Shoserf 
Kalsha had no alternative but to send 
the liner on to Tacoma. The exist¬ 
ing drydock Is 480 feet in length and 
the Manila Maru is 475 feet long at 
the water-line. The steamship has 
a beam of 61 feet, whereas the gates 
of the dock are 66 feet wide. The 
liner has considerable beam forward 
and the dock tapers In with obstruct¬ 
ing stairways and buttresses at the 
: head of the basin. 

j Thgre was Just a possibility that the 
' Manila Maru might have been squeez¬ 
ed into the dock with her poop ex¬ 
tending over the dock gates, but the 
j company officials were not prepared 
to experiment with the docking of the 
1 big craft where the dimensions of the 
ship and dock so closely tallied. 

The ship was therefore ordered to 
Tacoma.

She was in the home ■ 
port when the war broke out In 
August. 1914. and there In Ham¬ 
burg she remained until after the 
Armistice. She was then handed . 
over to the United States; the i 
Government of which used her in l 
transferring her soldiers from 1 
France back to America. Later she 
was handed over to the British Gov¬ 
ernment in New York; thus a year 
ago the Cap Flnisterre was flying ' 
the Union Jack. She was brought 
to Liverpool as an Orient steamer. 
Consequently she was handed over ' 
to the Japanese Government, the 
actual date of transfer being No¬ 
vember 10. 1920. 

"So it has been truly by the for¬ 
tune of war that our ship with her 
many decks, her grand saloons, her 
lights, swimming balh. gymnasium.

The chief officer, R. McKin¬ 
non, is also an old N. Y. K. officer, 
having been in the service of the Jap¬ 
anese company from 1895 until 1910. 
The other officers on the voyage Just 
completed were: W. Peterkin, first 
officers; J. Collin, second; R. B. 
Smith, third: H. Tweldele. fourth, 
and R. D. Yeardoom, fifth. D. A. 
Vaughan, assistant purser, was the 
band leader and general festivities 
promoter. R. Reid was chief en¬ 
gineer.

Reported 215,000 Tons Gross 
Out of Commission and 
» More Expected 

Ships tied up in Japan owing to 
trade depression according to the 
latest official returns by the Japanese 
Department of Communications, total 
215.000 gross tons. Of this, 76,491 
tons exist In Osaka, 47,528 tons in 
Kobe. 18,755 tons In Yokohama, 20,221 
tons In Hiroshima. 3,271 tons in Na¬ 
gasaki, and 48,734 tons at other 
places. 

In addition to the usual periodical 
inspection of ships in February and 
March, which usually causes an In¬ 
crease in tied-up ships, the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, the Osaka Shosen 
Kaisha and other companies which 
used to employ a large amuont or 
chartered tonnage In good times, are 
releasing their ships, owing to the 
great decline In the demand for ton¬ 
nage. Such being the case, a further 
Increase in tied-up tonnage is con¬ 
sidered inevitable. 

While the Increase in tied-up ships 
means a corresponding diminution in 
the tonnage on the open market, it is 
expected that shipments of cargo will . 
Increase in the Spring. For this i 
reason Japanese shipowners gener¬ 
ally take the line that the shipping 
market will improve before long. On 
the other hand, some shipping men 
point out that any increase in move¬ 
ments of cargo is sure to cause com¬ 
petition between shipping companies, 
and this will have the exect of cut¬ 
ting down, or at least checking, any 
rise in freight and charter rates. On

Old House of 1860 in Bishop's 
Close to Be Abandoned 

Work on the new $105,000 Synod 
Hall for Christ Church Cathedral is 
to start at once and at the end of 
next week the CathedNN parish is to 
take possession of the new home 
for the Bishop of Columbia, which, it 
is said, will be more in keeping with 
the dignity of the office of his Lord- 
ship than the one-story galvanized 
iron building which has housed 
bishops in Victoria for more than 
sixty years. 

The new home 'that has been 
bought for the Bishop is the Powell 
house on Vancouver Street, running 
from Burdette to Coutts Way. The 
Cathedral bought it for $22,500 
through Fred Landsberg of the Em¬ 
pire Realty Co. The home is on 
eight lots. The house has six bed¬ 
rooms, two bathrooms, a library, 
dining room, kitchens, laundry, con¬ 
servatory. a large living room, out¬ 
buildings and a garage. 

The Powell home is being* reno¬ 
vated before Bishop Schofield and 
his family move in. 

The new Synod Hall, according 
to arrangements recently com¬ 
pleted, will be built just west of the 
Powell home. Next to that will 
come the Quhedral to be built a lit¬ 
tle later. On Quadra Street will be 
the schoolhouse which will he 
started after the* Synod Hall is fin¬ 
ished. 

The old bouse in Bishop's Close 
will i»e demolished when the Synod 
Hall is open. It was part of the cor¬ 
rugated iron church equipment that 
came around the Horn with*Bishop 
Hills in I 860 . There have been ad¬ 
ditions to it since, but It has been 
difficult to heat and impossible to 
modernize, although an attempt was 
made a few years ago.

The life of the truck was given as 
between 6 1-2 and 7 years and in 
most Instances depreciation was 
given as the largest single item of 
expense. The average operating 
cost for the half-ton trucks was 
about 8 cents per mile; of the 3-4- 
ton about 13 cents, of the 1-ton 12 
cents; of the 1 1-4 and 1 1-2-ton 
about 19 cents: and the 2 -ton about 
•J0 cents. Including the driver’s time 
nt 50 cents an hour, the average con 
! of hauling crops was about 50 cents , 
i per ton-mile for the smallest size; 
i 34 cents with the 3-4-ton. 26 cents 
with the 1-ton. 24 cents with the 1 
1-4 and 1 1-2-ton, and 18 cents with 
the 2-ton sizes. In addition. the 
statement was general that trucks 
reduced the expense of hired help, 
the average reduction being $324 
yearly. 

The studies showed that the trucks 
had a yearly mileage average of 
3,820. being used on 173 days each 
year. About two months of the year 
the roads were such that the trucks 
could not be used because of mud. 
snow. etc. This answer was not un¬ 
expected. as it was shown that three- 
fourths of the trucks were operated 
on road* that were all or partly dirt.

"For the next quarter of a century, 
or more, the taxation problem is going 
to prove a very serious one for the 
people of Canada, for the people of 
the Province of British Columbia and 
for the people of the city of Victoria 
to face. As a result of the war the 
Dominion of Canada is left with a 
debt of considerably over $2,000*- 
000,000. This amounts to an average 
of about $250 per head for every man, 
women and child in Canada It is 
nearly double the total debt of the 
100,000,000 people of the United States 
when that nation entered the late 
war, at which time the debt of the 
United States averaged less than 
$12.0o per head.” said Mrs. Frank 
Andrews in the course of an ex¬ 
cellent paper on "Taxation,” given 
before the Local Council of Women 
recently. 

Farmers and Free Trade 

After stating that to meet this debt 
the Dominion Government would have 
to collect annually from the people 
an amount averaging $50 per head of 
the population, the speaker pleaded 
for a reasonable and Just attitude on 
the part of the people in making 
demands upon the Federal treasury. 

Reference was made to the farmers 
who are banding themselves Into a 
separate political party and at the 
same time aiming to secure a tariff 
loading to free trade. "If the farmers 
should get control of the next 
Parliament, and frame a tariff that 
will relieve themselves of much of 
the taxation they are now paying, 
such a policy would of course throw 
a much heavier burden of taxation 
on the non-farming part of our popu¬ 
lation^ ror the annual budget has 
to be met, and if one class escapes 
paying Its share the rest of the people 
will have to make good the deficit,”, 
continued the speaker. 

Demands Upon Treasury 

"On the one hand the people are 
everywhere declaring against the 
heavy load of taxation imposed by the 
Parliament of Canada, and as already 
Hated farmers want the tariff taxation 
reduced or entirely removed from 
what they buy. Merchants are asking 
for the removal of excess profits tax 
and the business Bales tax while the 
manufacturers complain of the profits 
and other war taxes. 

"While this is being done, from all 
parts of the Dominion appeals are 
being sent in for money to build 
dry docks, to aid in shipbuilding, to 
help provide work for the unemployed, 
to increase soldiers pensions, to give 
a bonus to all returned men and 
many other things, all worthy in 
themselves, while at the same time 
the opposition, in Parliament and out 
of it, are criticising the Government 
for being so extravagant and for 
spending, if not wasting, so much 
money, so it will be seen that the 
lot of any Government that may be 
in power in Canada during the next 
quarter of a century is not going to 
be a happy one. Of one thing we 
may be sure, no government is going 
to be able to reduce very materially 
the total amount #f taxation to be 
paid by the Canadian people or 


lessen very much the public bur¬ 
dens," said Mrs Andrews. 

Liquor Profits 

Coming to the question of pro¬ 
vincial taxation, allusion was made to 
the fact that British Columbia pays 
more out of the Provincial treasury, 
for education alone than Nova Beotia; 
or New Brunswick, with similar; 
populations, has for its entire, r■ 
enue. In the eastern provinces the 
municipalities bear u larger propor¬ 
tion of the cost of schools than here.' 

After considering other provincial i 
tax problems, the speaker said: 

"We have heard it stated of late I 
that four or five million dollars are 
to be made annually by the provincial I 
government as a profit from the saiei 
of liquor, and by this means pro¬ 
vincial taxation may be considerably 
reduced. God forbid: Who wants 
their taxes reduced by flooding the. 
Province with liquor? 

Municipalities vs. Province 

"With our present debt, provincial 
taxation cannot for years go .much 
below $35 a head of our population. 
As we make more and still more 
demands upon the Government in 
the way of pensions of various kinds, 
for ejetra grants for schools and 
university, for hospitul and bridges, 
for large grants for municipalities, 
for aid to the unemployed, and many- 
other things, it Is well for us to bear 
in mind that all these requests, if 
granted, will mean heavier and still, 
heavier taxation. 

If the provincial government were 
to give an extra grant alike to all! 
municipalities then all municipalities 
would have to pay an extra amount , 
of taxes alike, for as already stated I 
no government can pay out monev! 
unless it first collects it from the 
people or borrows it on the credit 1 
of the people, atid no government 1 
would borrow for such a purpose.! 
Such grants would therefore be little 
more than a change In the tax col- ! 
lectors. There would probably bo this 
difference, if the municipalities them¬ 
selves levied and collected this tax 
they might exercise greater economy 
in spending it.” 

Chanoa For Business Women 

Dealing with municipal taxation, 
Mrs. Andrews pointed out that the 
nett debt of Victoria amounts to 
nearly $400 per head of its popu¬ 
lation, while the provincial debt is 
only about $100 per head und the 
dominion debt about $250. 

Advocating a policy of rigid econ¬ 
omy and "pay us you go,” Mrs. An¬ 
drews con- lued: 

"It certainly presents a serious 
problem—one which should be taken 
seriously to heart by all citizens. Now 
that we women have received the 
franchise, it is due to ourselves that 
we should know all about the city's

Enjoyed Experience. 

'On the whole, I have enjoyed my 
legislative experience," states Mrs. 
McKinney, "and 1 have found both 
men and women wonderfully generous 
and kind. Politics has much that is 
objectionable, but I see no reason 
why it should not be conducted as 
a clean game. It can be cleaned up. 
but it never will be till the average 
citizen has a different attitude to¬ 
wards citizenship and public service, 
and women should contribute very 
much to this change. Not 'What can 
I get out of It'.’’ but 'What can I put 
into it?* must be the thought of the 
citizen. 

”1 have great confidence in the 
Farmers’ Political Movement or 
any other independent movement that 
will help the average man and woman 
to think intelligently along political 
lines. Give us an intelligent citizen¬ 
ship with a high moral purpose and 
Canada's future is safe; and now that 
women are recognized as citizens I 
trust they will make a definite con¬ 
tribution to this end. 

Liquor Traffic. 

"Just at the moment I consider the 
most important matter before us is to 
see that the expressed will of the ma¬ 
jority of our citizens regarding the 
extermination of the liquor traffic is 
carried into effect and that we carry 
on a vigorous campaign in the in¬ 
terests of law observance. There is 
a danger that we lose sight of the 
sanctity of law. This is by no means 
the only problem, but it affects ad¬ 
versely every other line of effort In 
which women are engaged, no mat¬ 
ter in what sphere that work is being 
done." 

Those who have had the pleasure of 
meeting Mrs. McKinney are always 
impressed by her unaffected modesty 
and by her womanliness. True, her 
womanliness is not the kind that has 
always been accepted us the char¬ 
acteristic womanliness of woman. 
There is nothing of the "uncertain, 
coy and hard to please" quality In 
Mrs. McKinney! Tall, strong, and 
quiet, she reminds one rather of the 
type of woman described by Words¬ 
worth In his lines to a "Highland 
Maid.” for the "reason firm, the tem¬ 
perate will, endurance, foresight, 
strength and skill,” so highly com¬ 
mended by the poet, are certainly 
qualities possessed by Alberta's 
pioneer woman legislator.—Chris¬ 
tian Guardian.

years accepted an appointment as 
State Evangelist under that organ¬ 
isation. This position she occupied 
for less than two years, but from that 
time she has never severed her con¬ 
nection with the W.C.T.U. 

In 1896 Miss Crummy was married 
to James. McKinney, a farmer. For 
several years the young couple lived 
on a farm at Churches Ferry, North 
Dakota, but in 1903 they moved to 
Oareaholm, Alta., then only & tiny 
village, where they have lived ever 
since. 

One of the first things Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kinney did upon arriving in Clares- 
holm was to organize a W.C.T.U. 
Slnoe the organization of the Pro¬ 
vincial W.C.T.U. In 1904, she has been 
one of the provincial officers serving 
first as recording secretary, then as 
corresponding secretary, and finally 
in her present capacity, as president, 
an office which she has held since 
1908. 

"I am not sure that I was born a 
suffragist pnd a temperance woman," 
said Mrs. McKinney, In referring to 
her long adherance to the W.C.T.U.; 
"but I was born with an Independent 
type of mind, and training, I pre¬ 
sume, did the rest, for I can’t remem¬ 
ber the time when I did not favor 
both." 

When Mrs. McKinney speaks of her 
“laddie," one knows that she is re¬ 
ferring to her son. Willlard, who is 
now quite a grown-up man. He is 
a graduate of Alberta University, 
und is at the present time doing post¬ 
graduate work in research chemistry 
at McGill. 

Her Principles. 

It Is Interesting to learn something 
of the principles of the progressive 
party which sent Mrs. McKinney to 
the Legislature. 

"There has been some amusement, 
caused by our calling ourselves non¬ 
partisan, In that we ourselves form a 
party,” she said on one occasion; "but 
we are non-partisan in the sense that 
we claim no affiliation with existing 
parties. We do not unconditionally 
condemn the existing party politics; 
but there are ways in which we be¬ 
lieve that the evils which have 
fastened themselves upon the party 
system may be eliminated." 

The movement apecullar to the 
West—and has made great headway 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan among 
the rural people—the farmers, es¬ 
pecially.

with later, except for one 
who did odd jobs, chiefly in the co-i 
conut plantation. 

"The curriculum was very similar to 
that at an ordinary English school.

I taught hygiene and domestic 
economy suitable to life in the islands. 

"In our island happiness reigned. 
We were almost self-supporting, the 
girls’ main food being coconut and 
fish. My provisions were sent out at 
intervals by boat from one of the 
main islands. The girls took a great 
fancy to the hard biscuits which were 
sent out to me.

"When Alberta women were en¬ 
franchised I was delighted, of course; 
but never dreamed that I would sit 
in the Legislature—indeed, I had no 
special ambition in that direction, 
and declined to unite with either 
political party.” 

But what one least expects some¬ 
times happens—and it came about 
that in 1917 the lady who made the 
above statement—Mrs. L. C. Mc¬ 
Kinney—found herself occupying a 
seat in the Alberta Legislature as the 
representative of a new movement 
that was Independent of both the 
orthodox political parties. 

This movement was the Farmers' 
Non-Partisan League, which came 
Into existence shortly after the pass¬ 
ing of the Equal Franchise bill in 
Alberta. 

"It appealed to me very strongly.” 
explained Mrs. McKinney, "and with 
my husband I became a member of 
their organisation. When they first 
asked me to become their candidate 
In the election of '17 I flatly refused; 
but a combination of circumstances 
seemed to indicate a direct call of 
duty, so I consented to run, though 
the chances of winning seemed very 
small. However, after a short, in¬ 
cisive campaign of only two weeks, 
I was elected by a good majority.” 

A Farmer’s Daughter. 

It Is quite fitting that Mrs, Mc¬ 
Kinney should be the representative 
of a farmers’ movement—for she 
herself is a fanner's daughter, She 
was bom on a farm near Athena, 
Ont.. and was one of ten children. 
Her father. Mr. Richard Crummy, 
was Irish, and her mother, although 
Canadian born, of Irish parentage. 
After attending the rural high schools 
of Athena, and the Ottawa Normal 
School, the young woman, Louise 
Crummy, taught school for a num¬ 
ber of years, first in Ontario and then 
in North Dakota. 

Being of a very intense nature, she 
Imbibed the religious fervor of the 
times, and was active in the mission¬ 
ary and local work of the Methodist 
Church. While teaching in North 
Dakota she became interested in the 
W.C.T.U, and after teaching for two

But no—they were just common, 
everyday boys. Despite this fact, I 
was very much interested in watch¬ 
ing them. They were continually on 
the go, some member was alwas need¬ 
ing a drink of water, or a paper or a 
note delivered or a letter posted or a 
message carried. When not busy, 
they sat upon the steps of the Throne 
apparently absorbed in their own sub¬ 
dued confidences—but, a alight snap 
of the fingers and they were up and 
away.

It is 
said that the Indians used to catch 
numbers of ducks in this manner 
which they added co tnelr meagre 
stores of food and in this manner 
swelled their larders, which were 
mainly composed of a fish diet for 
the greater portions of the year. 

Now when you are taken to Bea¬ 
con Hill Park have a good Ipok about 
you and see if you can not discover 
the places that were used for these 
two beacons from which the hill ob¬ 
tained its name. They were both on 
rising ground with a clear sweep of 
vision away to sea. 

In like maner many of the nataes 
of the streets, and locations on this 
island received their calling, and in 
each name there lies a fund of rare 
historical interest awaiting the 
seaeher for the trouble of looking 
up a few standard reference books 
on places in B. C.

Long after the beacons had been 
discarded the name remained, and 
to this day the name of Beacon Hill 
is used to designate that risiii 
ground to the Southeast of the city, 
which is one of the most beautiful 
parks of the lower section of the 
Island. 

For & long tin\e Beacon Hill was 
used for all public festivals, and to 
day there is a survival of this prac¬ 
tice in the May 24 processions when 
floats are drawn up at the bottom of 
the flag staff set there, for Judging. 
It was used as a miniature Zoological 
garden for a number of years, but 
quite latterly the number of animals 
kept there has been decreased.

February claims among its many 
fHmous children, Charles Dickens, the 
English novelist, who was born on 
February 7. 1812. For the first few 
years of his life he had a very com¬ 
fortable home, and up to the age of 
nine years he had a good supply of 
books and the beginning of a sound 
[education. The family fortunes turned, 
however, about that time, and young 
Charles had to go to work in a ware¬ 
house for two years—years of hard¬ 
ship and humiliation for him, who had 
expected so much of life. latter on. 

I limes improved and he had a chance 
to continue his education for a few 
years, afterward securing a position 
as office boy with a lawyer. 

During all this time the lad. whose 
ambition had been aroused when he 
was a small boy of seven years or 
so. never lost track of his ideal—a 
literary career. He read and read at 
the British Museum and studied con¬ 
stantly so that his later fame was no 
haphasarded good fortune, but the 
well-earned result of a big effort 

The girl or boy. who means to some 
day make a name in literature, will 
do well to follow Dickens’s method 
of wide reading, agd for them, as well 
as for those who have no burning 
ambition to become ah author, but 
who do appreciate u good story, there 
are no better books to be found than 
those of Charles Dickens. Perhaps: 
you have one in your own home—' 
maybe a set—and never chanced to 
begin one, for it is safe to say that, 
having read one. you would not stop 
until you had gone through every 
volume obtainable, if you have not 
"The Old Curiosity Shop” or "David 
Copperfield" at home, they can be had 
at the Public Library, along with 
the rest of Dickens’s works, and there 
is no better time, surely, to get ac¬ 
quainted with one of the greatest 
masters of English prose than dur¬ 
ing this very month, the anniversary 
of his birth.

Drilling on the site of the new 
Johnson Street Bridge has been de¬ 
layed again by a serious accident 
-which has put the drilling machinery 
out of commission. Some days ago 
■when, after considerable delay, drill¬ 
ing was started by the Federal De¬ 
partment of Public Works, a boom 
of logs ran into the drilling apparatus 
and damaged it.

Impossible to Mine by Ma¬ 
chine Methods Cheaply, 
Says F, Sanford 

“Coal mining on Vancouver Island 
is the most difficult of any place In 
the world,” is the opinion of Frank 
Sawford, consulting engineer, "and 
that Is what keeps the price so high. 
It is impossible to mine by machine 
methods economically, as is the pro¬ 
cess in other parts of Canada and 
the United .States. There are no 
Seams more faulty, and for every ton 
of coal taken out, there !s practically 
a ton of rock.” 

Mr. Sawford made this remark in 
the course of an address to the Van¬ 
couver Electrical Club. He outlined 
coal operations in connection with a 
brief sumamry of the operation of 
the Dunsmuir mines at the time 
when he was called cut from Eng¬ 
land to take over the re-equipment j 
of the properties and the installation 
of a hydro-electric plant, after it had 
been taken over by the Canadian 
Collieries, Limited.

CHINESE CONSUL TO LEAVE. 

Koliang Ylh, Consul for China *t 
Vancouver, has been advised that he 
has been transferred to San Fran¬ 
cisco as Consul-General there and to 
succeed Hon. C. F. Chu, who is to go 


to,London as first secretary to the 
Chinese legation there. 

Mr. Koliang Yih is a native of 
Foochow. China. He received his 
higher education at Cornell Lni- 
versity. N. Y., U. S. A., getting his 
B. S. degree in 1908, and M. A. S. in j 
1909. As a member of the Hanlin 
Academy, a similar degree to Ph. D., 
was conferred on him in 1911. He 
was then made president of the A» 
rlculture College at Peking, and £ 
the same year an associate editor ff 
The Peking Daily News. 

When tkie Chinese Republic * as 
inaugurated, he became a member of 
the Foreign Office in Peking. 

He came to the United Stat«* afl 
second secretary to the Chinese lega¬ 
tion in 1914. just before the war 
broke out. He was afterwards trans¬ 
ferred as Chinese Consul at Vancou¬ 
ver to succeed Mr. Lingph Ws®£> two 
and a half years ago. '
